Blames Republican Legislature
~ for Plight, Explains the
Use of Revenues and
Fiscal Resoureces.

New York's financial gystem is “un-
sound, unhealthy” and full of holes,
but the State Legislature is to blame,
Comptroller Craig told the Meyer In-
vestigating Committee vesterday in a
full day's defence of the Tammany
administration of municipal affairs
for the last four years.

The city's debt burden has in-
creased since 1903 by $354,000,000,
which has been diverted Irom sink-
fog funds into general current ex-
yenses. That was possible under
terms of an “indefensible act” passed
by the Legislature and under the op-
eration of which the Hylan adminis-
tration, Mr. Craig testified, trans-
ferred $32,500,000 of sinking funds
fu 1920 to keep down the tax rate.

That is the Tammany answer to|
the charge that the extravagance and |
waste of the Hylan administration
have brought the municipality to its
financial crisis. The Comptroller re-
peated it many times—it was his slo- |
gan. It will be the the Hylan slogan |
through the coming campaign. The
defence of the administration now
seeking reelection as outlined yester-
¢day by the Comptroller is in effect
this: |

“Wa admit there are leaks and that |
our financial system is bad but blame |
the Republican Leagislature.” 1

Blames Gemera] Fund aet.

Thronghout his examination the
Comptroller insisted that the general
fund act of 1903 authorizing the
transfer of sinking fund money to
payment of running expenses was in
large part responsible for the city's
indebtedness. Yet that law cannot
be repealed, he said, because the
city’s finances have been put finto
a condition which cannot be changed
even if the law were repealed. The
Comptroller held out no hope for re-
ducing expenses and tax rates until
city bonds begin to mature a few
years hence.

“You voted for the bill,” the Comp-
troller told ex-Senator Brown, The
former majority leader of the Senate |
even returned from a vacation to vote |
for the measure, Mr. Craig remarked. |
The record showed it, he added with
s smile,

“Do you mean to say there is a
Jegisiative record that I returned from |
